police department. 
Warren L. Lincoln, a distant rel­ 
ative of Abraham Lincoln, has con­ 
fessed, police say, that he killed 
his wife after she had killed her 
brother, Byron Shoup. But police 
are inclined to think wtihout being 
able to prove it. that Lincoln killed 
both of them. 
Can they prove it? The bodies 
were hacked to pieces and burned. 
The clothing and personal effects 
of the slain pair were destroyed. 
The ashes were taken 
from 
the 
furnace and buried. There is only 
Lincoln himself, the accused, to tell 
the tale of horror. 
And this in brief, is his story: 
For months he had trouble with 
his wife and brother-in-law. A fa­ 
tal quarrel was precipitated by an 
attempt of his wife. he 
said, 
to 
poison him with “drugged” cocoa. 
Byran Shoup upbraided 
her 
for 
“her clumsiness” when he poured 
the contenu of the cup into a bot­ 
tle with the intention of having it 
analyzed. 
Kays He Feared Wife. 
Becoming angry the wife is said 
to have seized a revolver and shot 
him. 
Lincoln Dared she would turn on 
him in lier frenzy and he seized a 
stove poker and struck her, he said.

to the greenhouse furnace 
where he burned them and the 
bloodstained clothing. He let out 
next day that they had quarreled 
and his wife and Shoup had left.
